Tax Revision Unlikely 


To o Fair Fo r 
Appro v al

Tho se who lo o k fo r any meaning fu l re­ 
v isio n o f the federal tax laws in the near 
fu tu re are likely to be as disappo inted as a 
Nebraskan who ex pects a bro adening o f 
the tax base. The two situ atio ns are no t 
so v ery dissimilar. We hav e a sing le tax in 
Nebraska which by no w has co me to hav e 
little relatio nship to wealth. As su ch, it dis­ 
criminates ag ainst g ro u ps and indiv idu als 
bu t the pro blem with any chang e inv o lv es 
o u r inability to ag ree u po n any thing new. 
Whatev er is pro po sed in N e b r a s k a 
draws the fire o f so me g ro u p. Two y ears 
ag o 
the 
Leg islatu re 
had befo re it an o u t­ 
standing bro adened tax 
bill which was carefu l­ 
ly drawn to place an 
equ al bu rden u po n the two m ajo r m easu re­ 
ments o f wealth—inco me and spending . 
Tho se who had the mo st inco me and tho se 
who spent the mo st wo u ld pay the mo st 
tax es. The m easu re ev en went a step fu r­ 
ther and placed a no minal tax u po n ho ld­ 
ing s in the fo rm o f sto cks and bo nds. The 
real flaw was that the tax was to o fair. 
There are alway s tho se who want to tax 
ev ery o ne bu t themselv es and they will no t 
ag ree to any thing equ itable, ev en to g et 
rid o f so mething that is cu rrently discrimi­ 
nating ag ainst them. 
This is what we see at the federal lev ­ 
el. The present tax measu re in the Co n­ 
g ress has been giv en su ch a g o ing o v er 
that it is a wo nder any o ne has any kno wl­ 
edg e o f what it is. It started o u t as a m eas­ 
u re to stimu late capital inv estment in plant 
ex pansio n and to pick u p the tax es du e 
bu t no t no w being paid o n div idends and 
interest. 
The tax credit fo r capital inv estment 
is no w all that is left bu t many thing s 
hav e g o ne thro u g h the mill befo re ev en this 
small chang e emerg ed. There were pro po s­ 
als to cu t inco me tax es in the hig her in­ 
co me brackets, to cu t them in the lo w in­ 
co me brackets, to redu ce co rpo rate inco me 
tax es and to hike them, to lo wer the de­ 
pletio n allo wance, to tax inco me o f fo reig n- 
based American co mpanies, etc. 


★ 
In all, the Senate itself co nsidered a 
to tal o f 20 am endm ents since Aug. 24. No 
o ne sing le am endm ent co nstitu ted any o v er­ 
all appro ach to thing s. All amendments 
were aimed at helping o r hu rting o ne spe­ 
cific seg ment o f the eco no my . Ev ery inter­ 
est g ro u p in the natio n seems to hav e a 
friend in Co ng ress who is willing to try to 
shift the federal tax lo ad bu t no t impro v e 
the sy stem fro m the po int o f v iew o f equ ity 
and ability to pay . They appro ach tax m at­ 
ters as ju st ano ther to o l with which to im-

pro v e a certain eco no mic po sitio n. 
It is 
mu ch like the indu strialist who mig ht cu t 
his pro du ctio n co sts and raise prices in o r­ 
der to impro v e his pro fit pictu re. I nfo rtu - 
natelv . the federal inco me tax is no t a to o l 
o f any o ne bu t rather, a means o f su ppo rt 
fo r the federal g o v ernment. 
It has been o bv io us, o f co urse, in re­ 
cent mo nths that Co ngress has no t been 
trulv co ncerned o v er the equity o f the in­ 
co me tax and its effect upo n the eco no my . 
Co ngress at this po int do cs no t want to 
bring abo ut effectiv e tax legislatio n which 
wo uld spread the burden equally amo ng 
the American peo ple o r be o f the least 
burden po ssible. It do es no t want to cure 
tho se pro blems in which the inco me tax is 
wo rking a hardship o n v ario us segments o f 
the eco no my .

The Co ng ress has been interested o nly 
in special cases and in the po litical impact 
o f 
the 
tax 
situ atio n 
President 
Kenne- 
dv has said that he will pro po se in the 
nex t sessio n o f Co ng ress a detailed o v er­ 
hau ling o f the federal tax sy stem. This will 
be to little av ail if the attitu de o f Co ng ress 
do es no t chang e befo re the first o f nex t 
v ear. 
The federal tax laws will nev er be as 
thev sho uld be until the members o f Co n­ 
gress put aside their pettiness and act in 
the best interest o f the natio n. When we see 
an endless flo w o f special interest amend­ 
ments intro duced in Co ngress, we can hard­ 
ly co nclude that the peo ple o f the natio n 
are being well serv ed. An ey e fo r an ey e 
is as po o r a philo so phy in tax matters as 
it is in any thing else but this is the present 
attitude o f Co ngress. 
The situ atio n is no t a v ery co mplimen­ 
tary o ne to u s as a natio n. The issu e 
is 
o ne o f basic ho nesty 
and integrity and if we 
hav e lo st these thing s, 
then we are in serio u s 
tro u ble. The American 
peo ple sho u ld be no less 
alarmed o v er this 
m atter than they were at the scandals that 
hav e taken place in the hig h reaches o f in­ 
du stry and labo r. Co ng ress v iews 
w i t h 
alarm when an episo de su ch as the E stes 
case eru pts bu t it do es no thing to clean its 
o wn ho u se. It is ho ped that the President 
do es co me o u t in Janu ary with a co m pre­ 
hensiv e tax refo rm pro g ram . 
Assu ming his pro g ram will be a serio u s 
effo rt to co u nteract the ev ils that ex ist, it 
will ag ain pu t Co ng ress o n the spo t and test 
its mo ral character. It is ho ped, fu rther, 
that Co ng ress do es no t fail this test as it 
has so miserably failed the trial ru n o n the 
co m parativ ely insig nificant leg islatio n it has 
labo red o v er du ring the cu rrent sessio n.

The street has no w been co m ­ 
pletely redo ne fro m abo u t 32nd to 5 0th 
and is o ne o f the finest impro v ements the 
city has made in recent y ears. There hav e 
been times in the past when su ch pro jects 
hav e left so mething to be desired bu t su ch 
is no t the case with this o ne. 


The intersectio n at 48 th and 0 which 
was alway s a headache is no w a jo y to 
mo to rists. Tu rns can be handled witho u t 
any pro blem and all traffic flo ws smo o thly 
thro u g h the intersectio n. There is no do u bt 
that this pro ject will su bstantially help the 
mo v ement o f traffic in Linco ln as well as 
making a fine impressio n u po n v isito rs to 
Linco ln who 
appro ach 
o r leav e the city 
o v er this ro u te. 
Co mplaint has been 
heard 
that the 
wo rk has 
no t 
been do ne with g reater 
speed and if any criticism is to be made, 
it w'o u ld hav e to be o n this sco re.

The Public Pays 


Bankru ptcies hav e increased 400 per­ 
cent in the United States du ring the past 
decade acco rding to federal repo rts. Al­ 
tho u g h o ne y ear may pro du ce mo re than 
ano ther the trend is steadily u pward. In the 
12 mo nths ending Ju ne 30 last the annu al 
fig u re had reached 147,78 0. 
The qu estio n is raised, why ? Befo re an 
answer is attem pted it is wo rthy o f no te that 
bu sinesses last y ear pro v ided o nly 10 per 
cent o f the to tal. The rest, 90 per cent, 
inv o lv ed indiv idu als. This co u ld su g g est a 
mo ral decline. In earlier times bankru ptcy 
was acco mpanied by a stro ng feeling o f 
shame and a bankru pt was a m arked man 
in his co mmu nity , a semi-o u tcast like an al­ 
co ho lic o r an habitu al lawbreaker. His re ­ 
demptio n co u ld o nly be achiev ed by a lo ng 
perio d o f self-denial du ring which he repaid 
to the last penny all the debt that bankru pt­ 
cy pro ceeding s had cancelled. While that 
was stern pu nishment there was basis fo r 
it. Tho se were no t v ears o f abu ndant cred­ 


it. The hard sell was no t kno wn. There 
was less temptatio n and less pressu re o n 
the head o f the family . There was also 
mo re emphasis o n the do llar than o n the 
hu manities. 
No do u bt the g eneral pressu re fo r an 
ev er-accelerating eco no my with its acco m ­ 
paniments o f insistent lending and the de- 
emphasis o f thrift is hav ing its effect. The 
practice o f repo ssessio n o f time pay m ent

It is a mistake to attem pt to equ ate 
the present co ntest with the farm rebellio n 
o f the early '30’s. The fo rmer mo v ement 
was lacking in plan and leadership and 
was a case o f g eneral anx iety g o ne mili­ 
tant, striking at what was nearest, lack­ 
ing co nstru ctiv eness. It su g g ested no spe­ 
cific remedy . The present mo v ement is 
peaceable, carefu lly led and o bjectiv e. It 
pro po ses an answer—neg o tiated price in­ 
creases. 
The NFO may o r m ay no t achiev e all 
o f its im m ediate ’o bjectiv es. Withho lding 
actio ns o f themselv es se r\e a sho rt term 
pu rpo se The essence o f bu siness is bu y ing 
and selling , no t in withho lding . An initial 
v icto ry in hig her prices so o ner o r later will 
y ield to the abu ndance o f the market. A 
plan o f neg o tiated prices po ses eno rmo u s 
co mplex ities. Yet a reaso nable perio d o f 
m arketing co ntro l o f itself is an im po rtant 
facto r. In this case it is serv ing as a mo st 
clear cu t ex pressio n o f farm er sentiment 
in reference to the qu estio n o f 
a satisfac­ 
to ry farm eco no my . It has also dramatized 
the farm pro blem and edified the many 
who are in no nfarm o ccu patio ns. 
It demo nstrates ano ther fact. Unless 
there is an initiativ e fo r chang e, prices o f 
any co mmo dity will stag nate. The weakness 
o f pu blic pro g ram s fo r ag ricu ltu re is that 
stag nant prices hav e been ex tended by 
make-diiference pay ments f r o 
m no nfarm 
so u rces. The NFO is at least directing at­ 
tentio n to the central co nsideratio n which 
is that o f g etting price equ ity in the market. 


WASH 1NGTON—E ach pas­ 
sing ho u r m akes it mo re dif­ 
ficu lt to rem em ber that the 
tattered 
leg islatio n 
being 
chewed o v er by an acrim ­ 
o nio u s Senate was intro du ced 
in the nam e o f tax refo rm 
and the resto ratio n o f bu si­ 
ness co nfidence. 
The end resu lt presu mably 
will be g iv en White Ho u se 
ro o m by President Kennedy

The Big 8 press corps eagerly awaits their Cowboy 
brochure each August because it’s loaded with rib-tickl- 
ers. 
Latest gem from Stillwater concerns a rainy day. The 
Wile-Quinn report says: 
“ Oklahoma State opened its week’s football practice in 
a downpour of rain, Coach Cliff Speegle taking advantage 
of the opportunity to get the varsity accustomed to rainy- 
dav condition.
